Dear Hr. Weisberg; 



For t'fjo weeks I have struggled with my notes, wits 
and conscience, trying to draw into an acceptable whole the matters 
which we discussed on the train. Our meeting and discussion were, for 
me, a fantastic miracle because they gave me the impetus to cast aside 
many non-essentials and concentrate on the two things of prime concern 
to me... my family and my country (family first . .old-style Chinese!). 

1 shall endeavor to repay the fates by attempting to find outlets for 
your books; if you will send me your lists and prices I shall go to work 
immediately . 

In re-reading my original rough draft to you, a letter in which 
1 tried to cls.rify my own thinlcing re a major construcu pertaining to the 
assassination, it became immediately a.pparent that I h&.d. tried to under- 
play my chief thesis and to overemphasize a host of detail. I shall try 
not to repeat that error. That letter was written long before Jtmet you 
but my task is no easier because you won’t cotton to my thinking accordin 
to cei-tain statements you made on “Erobe” in Indianapolis . If you will 
give me the kind reception via mall that you did in person, however, in 
time I may convert you as I have myself after thousands of hours of in- 
tensive and dedicated perusal of the so-called records. 

Basic 'Th e sis: The Kennedy assa.ssination was only one of a 

number of efforts to push our country in a downward direction 
in order to hasten the day when we will (may) fall into the 
Imnds of a gz'oup, or groups, who do not have ilmerica’s Interests 
in mind. In an extremely complicated, efficient and well- 
organized manner the very-far-left utilized its infiltration 
of the extreme right, retaliatory groups, secret government 
groups and some not so secx-et and, using a sort of revei'se 
psychology, guided the assassination planning to its bitter 
cuimination, reaping unexpected rewards in terms of time saved 
and lives ruined.

I "thought" that way 
myself until sevei'al personal experiences in Peace organlzaCions plus 
my Kennedy assassinatiorij^convinced me to r eally look, x-e ally listen. 
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xou stated, on i^robe a i'ew weeks ago, that you felt thex'e were 
no International aspects to the assassination, but I say chere m us t 
be because there is no other explanation possible undex' the eircurastances . 
What a. re the circuias tancesV 

A popular pi'esident is shot in a likely place by a likely 
candidate vjho is himself shot by another likely candidgite with the 
result that a hetei’ogeneous group of prominent government officials 
and well qualified attorneys make idiots of themselves with a formless 
snow job while the new chief of state marches predictably into a series 
of international booby-traps. Could anything be leaterV meanwhile, 
our Green chorus (tiie Birchites^, whose leader just sounds loony) ass 
is singing the blue truth but off-key, so we’r e not listening. Heroes 
never listen, they just gallop into doom. (quI Bono? Not uslj 

Mr-, w., when I outlined this notion of the extreme-reft 
infiltration of the extreme right to bsxusaa; Nr. Hobert Gordon, Secretary 
of the Indiana Anti-Defamation League on the Wednesday after meeting 
you, I must have hit the right note because he immediately asked me to 
name one man who would typify this sort of modus operand! and I iiniuediatel 
came back with "Hobert 'Welch* ! ! we both laughed because it seemed ri- 
diculous and frightening. hr. Gordon told me that ADL has for the 
past three or four yea,rs (since the a.ssas3ination? ) been investigating 
a.nd researching both extremes. Welch actually does do more good for 
commuxiism than Gus Hall or Aptheker (sp?) with his tactics because he 
makes a nti -commuxii sm so laugha.ble and so despicable; we no longer a.llow 
ourselves to really comprehend what it’s all a.bout. 

Please understand, wheia I feegan I was just going to do a simple 
little analysis of Oswald's wife and mother. When I got through reading 
marina’s testimony I knew I had a tiger by the tall. Her '''witnessingy 
hei’ haughtiness, audacity and intelligence , came whistling down through 
the cold type like the Snow Queen about to ma.ke a landing. As a woman 
I was fascinated, as a psychologist intrigued; what kind ox woman was 
this? The other witnesses ’ testimony and the correspondence from Hussia 
held me eqaa,lly spellbound. for ma.ny months I read and re-read all 
the fiussian letters, all Lee Oswald's material..! attempted to list 
several patterns which kept rrecurring, especially numbers. Variations 
of two and five, 20 e.nd fifty, two hundred and five hundi-ed etc, re- 
peatedly tointallzed me (when I found out the other day that Oswald 
had Midland 2550 written in his notebook and Ruby had Newton 2550 in 
his I wasn’t even surprised). I read reams of Russian literature, 
all referred to in Max'ina's letters, and more patterns began to emerge. 

It was inevitable that I reserve a small corner of my thinicing for the 
possibility that Mrs. Oswald was an agent .... from the 888 page report 
any half-wit could tell that ^r. Oswald was at least one somebody's maxi 
axid from careful reading of reports and testimony in the main work it 
seemed likely that he was a double agent who spent much time in the 
practice of brinksmaxiship. 

It seemed to me everyjtime I picked up a new article oi' book on 
the assassination the author had spent. .wasted/. untold time belaboring 
the point that the w'arren Commission was wrong. Obv iously ! It seemed 
plausible from the beginning that it was a conspix-acy , that Oswald and 
Ruby wei'‘e somehow connected, ; that the FBI, CIA, Secret Service, Narren 
staff and some commission members as well as the president knew it was 
a consx^iraoy and felt they had the right to"protect"the public even 
at their own expense, we, the public, can’t even quite judge them on 
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this or fault them on this because we do not know all the facts. 

It's exactly this, of coarse, that most of us want to complain about. 

As you said on page 3^^ of V/hitewash (I) “Is there, in fact, now any 
basic question other than who the e.ssassins are?” Why don't they admit 
it was a conspiracy, .are they trying to protect the ass8,ssins? Surely 
not. Themselves? They've been hit broadside from all sides. The CIA 
..most likely candidate for skullduggary at the crossroads? It's 
suffered a few blows from both parties and yet stands (or skulks, as 
the case may be). So, who a re the assassins ... and who cha.rted 

their Intricate maneuverings , I kept asking myself. 

In late spring, right before I laid my research aside for the 
summer because of family obligations, I began reading all the material 
on Bernard Weissman because Jack Ruby had made such a big deal over 
hr. weissman’ s ad. Welcome, Mr. Kennedy. In delving into the whole 
Larrie Schmidt, Larry Jones CUBA, AMBUS business I was Intrigued with 
their whole monkey-business of infiltrating the right-x\ring organizations 
..which reminded me of the funny story about CORE or 3NNC infiltrating 
a Virginia Citizen's Council and gaining control of it. Something 
about the whole bit plagued me, though ...I had remembered Larr^ Schmidt 
bragging in a letter to his buddies in Munich that he had become a hero 
overnight by organizing a demonstration against Stevenson. . .and I re-

they said. Incidentally , no one has made anything of the fact that Anna 
neller was the only American listed in Marina's Russian address book and 
that various forms of Robert were listed "with either house no./f? or apt. 
tf ?. Max’ina met Robex-t Ri tzpatx"ic at Battle Whan'’, Ala., they had a long 
talk in Russiaxi while Oswald was speaking to the seminarians and on Aug. 

7th he vfrote her a letter speaking of the visit and making a number of 
literary references which were extremely unseemly for a Jesuit priest 
to have made to a ny woman. Oswald obviously disliked him. Several days 
after the assassixxation the priest sent a long, very px'oficlent repox-t 
on the summer visit to the FBI and the Secret Service. In it he made 
sevex-al nice remarks about Marina and sevex-al unkind ones about Oswald. 

Ruby , to me, is the enigma, .he had a I'antastic numbei* of contacts, 
many of XArhom could lead us into any number of dazzling possibilities, 

I have yet to really a.nalyze a lot ox' his material. He cex-tainly appeax’s 
to ’d 8 a case of con maxi getting conned, ho'wever. It is obvious he had 
contacts with Oswald (pex-haps not direct ones) and I think, not only with 
Weissman, Schmidt et al., but with CIA activities in the Dominican Re- 
pu'olic as well as Cuba (check Davidson, California, designer, representative 
of Oleg Cassina) . His ' friend* Joe Cody, Leavell's partner wasn't chained 
to Oswald when he was shot, he was out flying his plane that 'weekend.

Later I discovered the plans were changed because 
some money Mr. Ogden was expecting did not arrive. My daughter was paid 
only for the first week or two (Mr. Ogden owes each girl several hundred 
spite of the fact the Ogdens had no money they had a Mexican 
maid, lived well and occasionally went out of town in a private plane, 
ny aaughter explained that Mr. Ogden's father had once held a large amount 
o. property in Cuba and she believed that Mike Ogden had lived there, but 
tney had lost all their money when Castro came Jn. Mrs. Ogdens familv 
were well-to-do, but the couple didn't want to borrow from relatives."
